ReadProgram 


OK For Elba 


Elba Elementary is in- 
volved in a special two-year 
Right-to-Read project with 
Michigan State University to 
help children cope with read- 
ing difficulties and improve 
their ability to keep up with 
their school work. 

Conducted by MSU’s Col- 
lege of Urban Development, 
schools participating in the 
program must have been in- 
volved recently in the deseg- 
regation process, have a 20 
to 50 percent minority student 
enrollment, and must not use 
the program to resegregate 
within the school, for exam- 
ple, forming black and white 
“ability” groups. 

Individual schools may de- 
velop their own specific ob- 
jectives. Some have establish- 
ed the goal of improving the 
reading ability of all students 
in the school or school sys- 
tem. Others direct their ef- 
forts toward improving the 
reading skills of only those 
students who achieve low 
scores on standardized read- 
ing tests. 

CUD’s “technical assis- 
tance” team helps the schools 
participating to evaluate their 
situations and determine their 
goals for the reading program. 
They also help teach school 
personnel the most effective 
means of achieving their goals. 

Part of the national Right- 
to-Read program, the CUD 
project is financed by the U.S. 
Office of Education according 
to provisions of the Emergen- 
cy School Aid Act. Partici- 
pating schools receive funds 
directly from the Office of 
Education, Elba Elementary 
received a grant of $57,600.00 
for this project.

You know the oil companies 
have been very busy blaming 
people, lots of people, for 
what's been going on. 

Blaming the People 

As you know, they've blam- 
ed the environmentalists for 
having blocked the drilling of 
wells, and of refineries. The 
Alaska pipeline was held up, 
we've stopped power plants 
from using coal, cut down gas 
mileage because of exhaust 
devices, and what not. 

They blame Congress 
because of the lower depletion 
allowance and the governance 
of gas rates. 

They blame the Arabs for 
the embargo; and then they 
blame the Israelis for having 
outraged the Arabs. 

And then they blame us all 
for wasting fuel. 

Autos and Soap 
at Fault 

But let me tell you who 
they've left out. Just a few 
items: In the first place, they 
left out the auto companies. 
The auto companies have 
managed before environmen- 
talism came on the scene 
between 1946 and 1966 or so, 
they managed by their brilliant 
engineering competence to 
reduce the gasoline mileage of 
the average American car from 
15 miles to the gallon toa 14 
miles to the gallon. 

Now I don’t know what you 
want a car for, but I want to get 
somewhere with it. And, what 
this means is that we are forced 
to pay for more gasoline to do 
the same thing with the same 
car

They forget to blame the 
soap companies. Should we 
blame the soap companies for 
the energy crisis? Yes, indeed! 

In 1946, they sold us soap. 
Soap, I want to tell you, is a 
fantastic invention. You know, 
everybody talks about new 
ways of capturing solar energy. 
Well, soap captures aolet 
energy and converts solar 
energy into something 
useful—a cleanser. 

How does it do it? Well, soap 
is made of fat. Fat is a com- 
nee. molecule which has to 

© pul together from atoms by 
using energy. And by some 
brilliant technical achievement, 
there are palm trees, cotton 
trees, that know how to take 
curbon atoms out of the air, 
energy from the sun, put it 
together, make fat that turns 
into soap. And that was a nice 
thing. 

And in 1946 we were all able 
to use soap to wash our clothes 
and do other things with it, us- 
ing captured solar energy for 
this fine human value. 

Detergents: Polluting 
at 700 Degrees 

But then the detergent came 
along. The same companies 
that were making soap, 
stopped making soap. Eighty 
percent of the soap market has 
been taken over by detergents. 

And what are detergents 
made out of—petroleum. 
Instead of getting this molecule 
made free By plants, we take it 
from pertoleum. 

What's more, to jiggle the 
chemistry of this and make the 
detergents, we've got to use 
high temperatures, as high as 
700 degrees, which no cotton 
plant in its right mind would 
do—at 700 degrees you're bur- 
ning fuel at such high 
temperatures that you are 
bound to pollute the enviror- 
ment, 

So then you take fuel; you 
burn more to make a detergent 
that pollutes the environment.

Senate's Real, Practical Consumer Protection 
Efforts Arelgnored By Consumer Mercenaries 


When the Consumer Pro- 
ducts Safety Act was before 
the Senate in late 1972, I sup- 
ported and voted for it because 
the strict standards it estab- 
lishes for such everyday pro- 
ducts as electrical appliances, 
automobiles, safety matches, 
tools, glass bottles, power 
mowers and other consumer 
products, offers realand prac- 
tical consumer service. 

Every indication is that the 
Consumer Products Safety 
Commission is off to a good 
Start. But already Congress 
is being pressured to create 
a new, independent, Federal 
agency with broad and almost 
limitless powers to intervene 
in proceedings of every Feder- 
al department and agency, in- 
cluding the newly created Con- 
sumer Products Safety Com- 
mission, all in the good name 
of the American consumer. 

The last thing the people 
of the United States need is 
another giant bureaucratic ma- 
chine to engage in guerilla war- 
fare with other Federal depart- 
ments and agencies while the 
consumer stands helplessly on 
the sidelines. 

When a Consumer Pro- 
tection Agency bill was before 
the Senate in 1972, consumer 
mercenaries led by Ralph 
Nader denounced the bill as 
being a fraud on the American 
consumer, and that bill was 
killed in the Senate. Essen- 
tially the same bill is before 
the Senate again and these 
Same consumer mercenaries 
now praise it and support it. 
But they haven’t told the Am- 
erican people what makes this 
year’s bill anv better than the 


one they condemned just two 
years ago 

I believe that so-called con 
sumer advocates have been fi- 
ghting over the grab for power 
so long that they have forgotten 
the real needs of consumers 
which I am trying to serve 
The real problem is: how do 
we assure that the interests 
of consumers are given proper 
consideration in Federal deci- 
sion making? Iam convinced 
that the answer does not lie 
in creating another giant Fed- 
eral agency to attack and hamp- 
er necessary and legitimate 
governmental processes al- 
ready existing for the consum- 
ing public. I am convinced 
that the answer does not lie 
in granting a huge new Fed- 
eral agency all of the rights 
of a regulatory agency and none 
of the responsibilities. If the 
established regulatory agen- 
cles are not doing their jobs 
properly, let’s replace the 
members and step up Cong- 
ressional oversight, not set up 
another policing agency 

Just this past week the 
Senate passed the Consumer 
Food Act of 1974--a farsighted 
new law which is designed to 
achieve a greater degree of 
food safety for all Americans 
at a minimum of cost to the 
government. I supported and 
voted for this bill which re- 
ceived little or no publicity 
from politically-oriented pro- 
fessional consumer mercen- 
aries. This and similar legis- 
lation are the real, practical 
and worthwhile consumer pro- 
tection which we all seek and 
which I support 


LEGAL SERVICES CORP. 
WILL BILK TAXPAYER 


BY BILL DICKINSON 


Unless the President vetoes 
the measure, which doesn’t 
appear likely, taxpayers will 
soon be billed for the establish- 
ment of an independent Legal 
Services Corporation. Both 
the House and Senate have app- 
roved the legislation transfer- 
ring legal services from the 
Office of Economic Opportunity 
(OEO) and making it an indep- 
endent corporation. I voted ag- 
ainst the bill on three separate 
occasions, the most recent was 
last week. 

The issue here is not the 
delivery of legal services to 
the poor, as some would have 
us believe, but the creation of 
a legal service system that is 
not accountable to anyone; not 
to the Congress, not to Federal, 
state or local governments, not 
to state or local bar associa- 
tions, not tothe public, and pro- 
bably not even to the poor 
people the system is alleged- 
ly designed to serve. 

Additionally, this corpora- 
tion will be placed inthe hands 
of a proven radical group with 
pronounced social views, as it 
was when legal service “for the 
poor” was handled by OEO. 
Instead of defending poor peo- 
ple, we can probably expect this 
corporation to continue the 
same type of class action suits 
that have resulted in increased 
welfare payments, forced bus- 
ing of suburban educational 
systems and increased social 
agitation in general 

The so-called “eligible 
client” will not necessarily be 
some poor individual having 
landlord, domestic or credit 
problems. Indeed, the “eligi- 
ble client” is more likely tobe 


an advocacy organization that 
claims to represent poor peo- 
ple, such as the “National Wel- 
fare Rights Organization,* the 
“American Indian Movement” 
(AIM), or Cesar Chavez's 
“United Farm Workers Organ- 
izing Committee.” These ad- 
vocacy groups do not nec- 
essarily represent the common 
view of those it’s suppose to 
serve, but a particular point 
of view formulated by the war- 
fare and violence to impose 
their twisted views on the ma- 
jority. s 

Among other things this 
bill permits: lobbying oni ehalf 
ofa client, including AIM and 
the other groups earlier men- 
tioned; representation of ju- 
veniles without parental con- 
sent, thus opening the door 
on behalf of demonstrators, 
student protestors and a host 
of dissidents; involvement in 
“prisoner rights” issues; in- 
volvement in State ballot cam- 
paigns; and funding of “public 
interest” law firms. All of 
these activities will becarried 
out with your tax dollars. 

In short, the liberal-con- 
trolled Congress has agreed to 
bill the taxpayers for a “legal 
System” that circumvents the 
normal and proper democratic 
process. A system that is in- 
sulated from the normal ac- 
countability channels of our 
political system and ingeneral 
attacks the basic interests of 
the majority of taxpaying 
Americans. 

If legal services for the 
poor was a farce under the con- 
trol of OEO, how much worse 
will it be as an independent 
corporation?

He 
finally reached a salary of $50 
a month for teaching all grades 
and usually had 50 to60 pupils. 

M. C. Wilkes, who introduc- 
ed him to the group assembled 
at the dinner recently, was one 
of those pupils as were three 
of the educator's ownchildren. 

By 1915, his business inter- 
ests had grown so that he had 
to leave the school room. His 
commercial operations have 
continued to expand until now 
the value exceeds six figures. 
He and his son have the Elba 
Gin & Warehouse Co., Inc. in 
Elba. ’ 

Of M. C. Wilkes, who intro- 
duced him at the banquet, 
Brown said, “I have known him 
all his life, but he hasn't known 
me all of mine.” 

Introducing the pioneer Al- 
abama educator, Wilkes said, 
“He has never lost his love or 
interest in teaching. It is to 
him and other dedicated men 
like him that we owe the things 
that some of us are inclined 
to take for granted today.”

WATERING PLANTS 


This month and next month 
can bring periods of stress on 
shrubs, trees and lawngrasses 
as well as annuals and peren- 
nials. Some of this stress is 
usually caused by high temper- 
atures and lack of rainfall 

There isn't too much you 
can do about temperatures, 
but you can remedy the lack of 
rainfall. If rainfall becomes 
searce and plants indicate a 
need for water, then water tho- 
roughly once a week. 

Use the garden hose without 
the nozzle on shrubs or flowers 
planted in beds and planters 
Just lay the hose end inthe bed 
and allow a slow stream of 
water to run for one or more 
hours to soak the bed.

FABRIC SOFTENERS 

Fabric softeners are help- 
ful to homemakers. But the 
aerosol spray form of soft- 
eners has been causing trouble 
in some clothes dryers. 

Continuous use of aerosol 
sprays can cause a residue to 
form at the back of the dryer 
drum. So before this build-up 
becomes too great, wipe it off 
with mild cleaning powder on 
a damp cloth 

Some products can cause a 
build-up on thermostats or 
electronic controls causing 
them to operate poorly. Others 
cause paint on some dryer 
drums to peel 

So always follow instruc- 
tions with your fabric soft- 
eners And check the label 
to see if the product is safe 
to use in dryers

Not long ago a report was is- 
sued that a much higher percent- 
age of executives making $10,000 
to $20,000 a year were over- 
weight ,than executives making 
$20,000 to $50,000. In other 
words, the more successful men 
generally were slimmer types. 

y Last week's column ended just 
as we were getting into behavior- 
al aspects of weight control. This 
is an exciting field of research 
and perhaps a most promising 
one. For we all know pretty well 
that “losing weight isn’t hard— 
we've done it dozens of times.” 

Humor aside, the specific way 
to reduce— cating less but eating 
a balanced dict, and exercising 
more — is apparent. What we 
don't seem to be able to accom- 
plish is doing it. The most serious 
aspect of the overweight problem 
in America is the fact that we 
fail so miserably in correcting it. 


Ways To Succeed 
Well, new ways to succced at 


weight reducing are being sug-! 


gested. Progress in the areas of 
education, the behavioral scien- 
ces, nutrition, biochemistry and 
physiology has led to a better 


understanding of the obesity 
problem

Control Eating Situations - 


So what we must do is control 
eating situations.

The reason for this is that we 
have learned to be hungry in 
places where we have eaten and 
in doing things that have been 
paired with eating. Another idea 
is to do grocery shopping after 
you have eaten and to take along 
only enough money for what you 
have sensibly planned to buy. 

Others in your family can also 
help by telling you if you are‘ 
over-eating and to compliment you 
when you are not. And don't skip 
meals. This simply makes you 
over-hungry when you do eat. 
And eat slower. It takes about 
20 minutes for your brain to get 
the message that enough has 
been eaten. If you eat slower the 
message will get there before 
you have eaten all you might 
otherwise have downed.
